Another example of this tech- 
nique is his statement that he 
does not consider the health of 
either Mr. Stevenson or Mr.

But the implication 
is that Stevenson’s removal of a 
kidney stone was as serious as 
the major heart attack and the 
operation for ileitis suffered by 
the President. Asked by an 
alert reporter if he so equates 
the two, Mr. Nixon replies that 
the question of health is raised 
and he simply doesn’t think 
either is an issue, and will not 
say more. But if no clarifying 
question is asked the implica- 
tion remains and one forgets it 
is Mr. Nixon who raised the 
question. One of the major 
newspapers which staffs Mr. 
Nixon, troubled by past difficul- 
ties with the nuances of Mr. 
Nixon’s statements, now has its 
correspondent tape record every 
statement made by the candi- 
date. Reporters jestingly refer 
to the recorder as “a Dickie 
bird.”

The head of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice’s criminal divi- 
sion said Wednesday his depart- 
ment is investigating charges that 
Negroes were deprived of their 
right to vote in Pierce County, 
Georgia. 

Asst. Atty. Gen. Warren Olney 
told the Senate Subcommittee on 
Campaign Practices in Washing- 
ton that Attorney General Brown- 
ell’s Justice Department is study- 
ing the possibility of court action 
there and in two counties in Lou- 
isiana. 

However, Pierce County Demo- 
cratic Party officials, labeling 
Olney’s charge ‘“‘political, de- 
signed to influence the Negro 
vote in the North,”’ said the only 
Negro vote complaint registered 
there already is pending in fed- 
eral court.

Scholarships 
For Needy 


A program of state scholar- 
ships for outstanding high school 
seniors in need of financial aid 
to attend college was recom- 
mended by the Board of Regents 
Wednesday. 

To go into effect, the plan 
would require a_ constitutional 
amendment and enabling legisla- 
tion, according to L. R. Siebert, 
regents’ secretary. He said 1959 
would be the earliest possible 
date for the scholarships. 
Georgia already gives scholar- 
ships to medical students. It used 
to give general scholarships from 
1937 to 1947, when the attorney 
general held they were ‘“‘gratui- 
ties’’ and thus unconstitutional. 


The proposed scholarships 
would cover. all tuition and room- 
ing costs. 

Siebert said the regents hoped 
to provide scholarships for needy 
honor students throughout Geor- 
gia’s high schools.

Big 3 Urge 
Reds Discuss 
Germany

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—The 
United States, Britain and France 
urged the Soviet Union in identi- 
cal notes today to resume .talks 
on the reunification of Germany. 

The brief messages delivered to 
the Kremlin backed up a long and 
exhaustive note the West German 
Republic sent the Russians on 
Sept. 2. 

In a note handed to German 
Ambassador Heinz Krekeler here 
last night, the United States as- 
sured the Germans that this coun- 
try will not cease its efforts to 
bring about the reunification of 
Germany. 


CHANGES CITED 


Western diplomats called the 
series of notes to the Russians 
an operation ‘‘designed to probe 
and stimulate.” In the light of 


the changes that have taken place 
in the Soviet Union and its rela- 
tions with the satellite nations in- 
cluding East Germany, the diplo- 
mats pointed out, it was felt 
worthwhile to explore the possi- 
bility of a change in the Soviet 
attitude on re-unification of Ger- 
many. 

But no early results‘of this dip- 
lomatic initiative are expected. 
It is thought improbable that the 
Soviet Union will tip its hand on 
the re-unification issue until after 
next year’s German parliamen- 
tary elections. The Russians are 
presumed to hope that the elec- 
tions will upset the Adenauer 
government and introduce one 
more amenable to the Soviet 
point of view. 


The Germans, as they have ex- 
plained to the state department, 
are working on the opposite as- 
sumption that their position will 
remain unaltered but that the So- 
viet point of view may change. 
They have told the state depart-

BIG 4 RESPONSIBILITY 


The Germans have emphasized 
to the state department and pre- 
sumably also to the British and 
French governments, that respon- 
sibility of the Big Four powers 
under the terms of the Potsdam 
Agreement and other undertak- 


This was the main point the 
three Western powers made to 
the Soviet Union in their identi- 
cal notes joday. 

The four powers, they reminded 
the Russians, have ‘“‘on various 
occasions” acknowledged their 
responsibilty for bringing about 
reunification of Germany. In par- 
ticular they recalled that at the 
Big Four ‘‘summit’ conference 
in July last year the heads of gov- 
ernment had directed their for- 
eign ministers ‘‘to carry out this 
responsibility.” 

“No progress has been made 
since then,’’ the notes pointed out. 
Proposals made by the Western 
foreign ministers to end the divi- 
sion of Germany and to establish 
a system of European security 
have met with no affirmatice re- 
sponse from the Soviet Union,” 
they said. 

The three powers asked the So- 
viet government to give the Ger- 
man note of Sept. 2 “careful con- 
sideration’? and in response, to 
state how it thought the Big Four 
agreement “‘to restore German 
unity by means of free elections’’ 
might be effected.

There is no way of knowing, say Brit- 
ish officials, whether Dulles will change 
his position again overnight. 

The resentment -has reached such a 
point that the strongly pro-American 
London Daily Telegraph pleads with the 
United States to “refrain from blowing 
hot, now cold, in matters which concern 
our very existence and which in the long 
view may well concern theirs also.” It 
declares that the United States is failing 
in its role of leadership of the free world 
and has “shirked risks inherent in her 
loyalty to her allies and her leadership 
of the West.” 

There is a strong suspicion among 
West European nations that the United 
States is playing a game, waiting to pick 
up the Suez plum at their expense. There 
is further strong suspicion that fhis coun- 
try has pussy-footed on the whole issue 
because it is an election year. 


Mr. Dulles, they say, would sell them 
out to prevent use of force. He is ac- 
cused of being unpredictable, uncertain 
and vacillating. Loss of U.S. prestige, 
says the Telegraph, is a reality and “it 
would be an ill service to the world to 
attempt to conceal it.” 

Despite all his failures to face the 
issue, there yet may be war over Suez. 
Any acceptable solution rests with Presi-~ 
dent Nasser of Egypt, who still is backed 
by the Russians. If present negotiations 
fail, the danger increases. Mr. Dulles’ 
game of underselling our allies may bring 
about the very war he has given so much 
to. avoid.

If the movement should climb 
to, say, 20 per cent of the 
total it could cut deeply into 
Stevenson as well as Eisenhower 
strength.
